LIBEARY OP EEV. WILLIAM KEY. 

Although some of the ministers of Virginia in colonial days were 
addicted to vices unworthy of their calling, they seem to have been, with 
rare exceptions, men of university training. In Lunenburg, I found 
recorded the library of the Rev. William Key, or Kay, as his name is 
also written. He was a graduate of Trinity and Emanuel Colleges at 
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the University of Cambridge, and came to Virginia in 1745, bringing 
with him letters of a high character. 

He was assigned to the parish of Lunenburg, in Richmond county, 
where he stayed seven years. His experience there was the talk of the 
colony for some time. It seems that among his vestry was "one wealthy, 
great, powerful colonel," called Landon Carter, son of Eobert Carter, 
which last had acquired the name of King Carter, because of his "pride." 
Mr. Key would not truckle before this great man, and incurred his 
enmity. On one occasion he made % sermon against the sinfulness of 
pride, which Colonel Carter took to himself. He swore revenge and 
vowed "that he would clip the wings of the whole clergy in the colony." 
This was the beginning of a war which ran through many years. Backed 
by a majority of the vestry. Colonel Carter nailed up the pulpits, reading 
desks and windows of both of Mr. Key's churches in the parish, and for- 
bade Mr. Key and the congregation to enter the church. But the congre- 
gation rallied to Mr. Key's support, and broke open one of the churches, 
and conducted Mr. Key in. But at the other church Mr. Key was suc- 
cessfully barred out, and there he preached, out of doors, in the yard, 
two years and a half. 

In the meantime. Colonel Carter and his friends seized the glebe and 
leased it out to three men who drove off Mr. Key's stock of cattle and 
sheep. Mr. Key sued the trespassers and obtained from the jury thirty 
pounds sterling damages. Then Colonel Carter petitioned for an appeal 
to England, and the cause was heard by the Privy Council. They decided 
in Mr. Key's favor, and the haughty Colonel had to pay the costs of suit. 

Nevertheless, so much bad feeling had been engendered that Mr. Key 
resigned and took a new parish, called Cumberland, in Lunenburg 
County. He remained there till his death in 1770, giving, as appears, 
general satisfaction.
